Hooghly, Nadia, Saran, Palamau and Singhbhum also require 
rain for the young rabi crops; elsewhere prospects of crops aro anaes good and in some 
districts excellent. Harvesting of winter rico has commenced in places. Rabi and poppy 


being sown. Cattlo-disoase reported from 10 districts. No want of fodder or water. 
The price of common rico has rison in 4 distriots, fallen in 17, and is stationary in the rest, .

TIONS TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE MONTH OF OCTOBER 1902. . 


Wearuer during October was more settled than is usual in that month. Pressure was 
almost uniformly high; no cyclonio disturbance of any importance entered the Province from 
the Bay, and rainfall was deficient over the whole land area, more especially in the western 
districts, In Orissa the defect in rainfall was more than 5 inches on an average for the 
Division ; in Ciota Nagpur and Orissa was more than 2 inches, and in North and East Bengal 
and Bihar, between 1 and 2 inches. 

Though in general settled, weather was in some respects peculiar. The high pressure 
was not 80 marked in the north of the Province as in the south-western districts, and conse- 
quently ligit southerly winds were fairly continuous over tho central districts. From the 
north-east, on the other hand, north-easterly winds were equally steatly, and it was probably 
owing to the interaction of these two wind systems that rainfall continued in North Bengal 
during the groater part of the first half of the month. Temperature also, probably owing to 
the northerly winds in North Bengal and Assam, was generally below the normal. In Assam 
the mean defect was 2°°5 and in North Bengal 1°38, while in Orissa and Chota Nagpur 
there was excess of 1°. 

A slight depression moved northwards from the Bay into East Bengal in the early 
days of the moath and caused general rainfall over the greater part of the Province on the 
8rd, Tho falls were most heavy in Lower Bengal, aud a number of stations in East Bengal 
received more than 3 inches on the 3rd and 4th. It was chiefly owing to the rainfall on 
those two days that the average fall in Hast Bongal was so much as 89 inches. Only a few 
showers fel! after the 4th, a after the 11th Kast Bengal was practically rainloss. 

A disturbance of a kind unusval in October passed over the western districts about the 
19th. ‘Thoro appears to have been a sories of thunderstorms of the nature of nor’westers, 
ocourring in rapid succession, first in Bihar, then in the west of Ohota Nagpur and the 
Sonthal Varganas, and afterwards in South-West Bengal, late in the 18th or early in the 
19th. ‘The changes of pressure at 8 a.m. on the 19th showed that the area of disturbance 
included Raniganj, Purulia, Bankura, and Burdwan, and about an hour later a thunder- 
storm with a rapid rise of pressure commenced at Caloutta. It was probably owing to that 

~ disturbance that most of the stations in Bihar, and over a tract of country extending from 
the west of Bihar to South-West Bengal reported moderate rainfall on tho 19th. 

‘About the same time there was a shallow depression in the east of the Bay, which was 
of brief duration. It caused some increase of wind at Burma stations, and on reaking up a 
slight disturbance entered the north of the Bay, but had little influence on the general 
weathur conditions over the Province. 

Towards the end of the month another shallow depression crossed the Madras coast 
‘between Madras and Cuddalore from the south-east. The greatest deficiency in pressure was 
only ‘1 inch, but the disturbance was remarkable because of the exceptionally heavy rain 
which fell on the const between Madras and Vizagapatam between the 25th and 30th, and the 
strong winds between Masulipatam and Vizagapatam. Tho rainfall caused by the distur- 
bance extended slowly northwards, but did not reach Orissa, as the only falls in that Division 
during the last week occurred before the 27th. 

The only other noteworthy feature was the cloudy and in places showery weather in 
the south-western districts in the latter part of the month. ‘The cause of these local showers 
is not apparent. The most general rainfail occurred in Orissa, and the showors in South-West 
Bengal were very scattered and generally light. Uoutai received 2 inches on the 26th and 
Caloutta on the 27th. 

Pressure was above the normal throughout the month and generally by rather large 

amounts. The averages for the month show two areas in which this excess was largest, 
one over Orissa and the Circars, and the other in North Bengal. To some extent the 
peculiar weather conditions noted above were no doubt due to a pressure distribution such 
as these averages indicate: and, in particular, the local storms with soattered rainfall in the 
south-western districts were probably due to the interaction of winds blowing from two 
centres of high pressure, the ono in the north-east probably oxtending beyond the Himalayan 
range, the other in Central India. 
. The absence of cyclonic storms in the north of the Bay and the oxtreme shallowness 
of the two depressions which entered the Province in the early part of the month were 
probably due to the same causes as the prevailing high prossuro rather than a direct result 
of the high pressure, 

Pxcess in Orissa and North Bengal on an average for the month was more than ‘1 inch, 
and in other parts between ‘07 and ‘1 inch. } 

Tomporature.—As northerly winds were fairly continuous in the north-east of the 
Province, cool weather for the season was experienced in that part of the Province. Both 
night and day temperatures were below the normal in North and Hast Bengal, Assam and 
Bihar. In the south-western districts when southe:ly winds were more general, maximum 
‘and minimum readings were above the normal, most so in Orissa as regards the former. 

The mean excess in Chota Na was 1°, and in Orissa just under 1°, In Bihar and 
South-West Bengal there was either a small defect or a small excess, and in Kast Bengal, 
North Bengal and Assam there was defect increasing towards the north-east. ,

ince. The rainfall. caused by disturbances from the Bay was mega cntnel to = 
eastern aa while in the west only soattered showers occurred, duo apparently to «local 

i ces. 

Oyclonic storms from the Bay at times cause very heavy raivfall in the south-west of 
the Province in October, and hence the normal fall for Orissa is large in that month, viz., 
63 inches, The tendency for such storms at the end of the season is to move either north- 
ward or north-eastward in Bengal, so that all parts of tho Province are subject to their 
jnfluence. The comparative ab:ence of rainfall during the month just past is therefore due 
to the absence of cyclonic disturbances. North and Hast Bengal, the only two divisions for 
which the rainfall for the month approximates to the normal, received fairly large amounts 
owing to a slight depression which entered Kast Bengul about the 4th and caused disturbed 
weather over the eastern districts. In North Bengal the average fall for tho month was 
8:3 inches, and in Kast Bengal 3:9 inches, in each case about 70 per cent. of the normal. In 
the other divisions the fall was below 50 per cent., and in Orissa and Chota Nagpur only 20 
per cent. of the normal. 

The following table es a comparison between the actual monthly and total rainfall 
and the normal rainfall of the Province up to the end of October in the same form as has 
been employed in the previous monthly abstracts of the present year. The figures represent 
the ratio of the rainfall of each month of the presont year to the normal rainfall expressed 
as a poreentage The table thus gives a condensed summary of the rainfall data of the year 
for each meteorological division, ‘The first ten columns give the percentage amount of 
rainfall received in each month, and the last column the percentage rainfall of the whole 
period from the Ist of January to the end of October :—

Caareaenaaas: Provinces, embarked at Goalundo and Jatrapur for 
the labour districts during the period under reviow. Seventy-nine per cent. of 
the whole number were recruited by garden sardars and only 523 or less than 8 

er cent. went as free emigrants. Emigration from the districts of the Chota 
Sapa? Division has not improved: the reasons assigneil by the local officers are 
that the re-action after the heavy emigration in the famine years of 1897 and 
1900 still continues ; that recent Bee have been good and that the condition 
of the people is fairly prosperous; and that the new Act and Rules are more 
stringent than the old Act, especially with regard to recruitment of women, 
The Commissioner of the Chota Nagpur Division adds that the coal mines 
attract much of the available labour. In the Sonthal Parganas recruitment 
both by garden sardars and by contractors was more brisk during, the,'year.

In the Ranchi and Palamau districts registration was 
refused in 16 cases of females récruited under the sardari system, In the 
Hazaribagh district no instance of unauthorised recruitment or of any irregu- 
larity on the part of certificated or specially empowored garden sardars came 
to light during the half year; and in the Sonthal Parganas there was,.no 
prosecution in connection with the system of garden sardars. 

It has been brought to notice by the Superintendent of Emigration, 
Manbhum and Singhbhum, that. persons formerly, employed as arkatis or un- 
licensed recruiters are being sent to Assam under contract-with a view to their 
being sent back from the gardens as recruiting sardars, Provided that these 
men work in conformity with the Act and Rules, no legal objection ean be taken» 
to their employment as. garden sardars, The Commissioner of Chota Nagpur.

The Rey from the several Commissioners of Divisions on the working of Muni- 
cipalities in Bengal (except Caloutta) during the year 1901-1902. 
Read again— 
The Resolution reviewing the Divisional Commissioners’ Reports on the working 
of Municipalitice during the year 1900-1901. 
The number of Municipalities in Bengal during the year ending with the 
31st March 1902 was 157. Two new Municipalities were formed during the 
ear at Tollyganj and Giridih, the former by dividing the South Suburban 
unicipality which had been found too large for efficient administratiou. 
The inhabitants of the 157 Municipalities number 2,839,764 persons. As the 
Giridih Municipality came into existence towards the close of the year, this 
review deals with the statistics of 156 Municipalities. 

2. The total number of rate-payers rose from 478,519 to 487,767, 
representing 17°1 ag cent. of the total municipal population. The increase 
was shared by all the Divisions except Orissa and Chota Nagpur, where 
there was a slight decline. The percentage of rate-payers to population varied 
between 18°7 in the Presidenc Division and 14°83 in the Dacca Division. 
Taking, however, the case of individual Municipalities the percentage varied 
between 34°7 at Chapra and 5:1 at Kurseong. nfayourable mention was made 
in last year’s Resolution of the low percentage of rate-payers in the Munici- 
palities of Arrah, Motihari, raha a4 Cuttack, Comilia and Dacca, which form 
the head-quarters of districts. these Comilla shows an increase from 
1$*2 to 16°5 per cent. due to revision of assessment. Among the rest there was 
a slight rise in the percentage at Motihari and Dacca, whilst the figures 
returned from Arrah, Darbhanga and Cuttack showed further decline. The 
decline at Darbhanga is attributed to the fact that many poor people left the 
town on the appearance of the plague, In Cuttack a revision of assessment is 
proceeding. in which the existing defects will, it is hoped, be rectified. 

The percentage of rate-payers to populution was below the Provincial 
average in no less than 72 towns, and the attention of the Commissioners of 
those towns is specially drawn to the remarks on the subject recorded in the 
last Annual Resolution. 

8. Results of Llections held during the year.—General elections were held 
only in the Municipalities of C: —ee and Maniktala. All the elections, 
but one, were contested, and at those elections the percentage of attendance of 
persons qualified to vote. varied between 65 and 43. 

4, Constitution uf Committees and attendence al Meetings.—There was litt!e 
variation in the composition of Municipal Conmittees. There were in all 2,541 
meetings held during the year, almost the same number as in the previous year, 
and of these only 214, or 84 per cent had to be adjourned. Twenty-nine 
Municipalities he! d more than 20 meetings during the year; whilst twenty-one 
failed to hold at least one meeting every month, as reqaired by the law. Rana- 
ghat again held the largest number of meetings, viz., 35 against 32 in the pre- 
vious year, and Cossi ur-C! itpur and Burdwan stand next with 30 and 29 meet- 
ings, respectively. he smallest number of meetings, viz., 7, was held in the 
Revelganj Municipalty. ot the seven Municipalities noticed in the previous 
year’s resolution for holding too few AIneetings, Garden Reach alone complied 
during the present year with the requirements of the law, the number of meet- 
ings held being 13: and the rest all failed to hvid 12 meetings—Jagadispur and 

ebganj again holding only 8 end 9 meetings, respectively. The North 
Barrackpore Municipality has for the third year in succession failed to hold regu- 
dar mouthly meetings, The Commissioner has drawn the attention of the 
Municipal Commissioners to the law on the point. Throughout the province the 
averuge percentage of attendance of Commissioners was 52 as in the previous 
year. In 91 Municipulities as against 108 in the previous year, an average of

a tanh The highest tages of attendance were at Garulia (8t 
cent,), Spotlygan; and Bihar (74 per cent.), Daltonganj (74 per. eent. , and 
Kamarhati and North Barrackpore (73 per cent.): and the lowest, 21 per cent, 
at Jhalda. On the whole the frequency of the meetings and the attendance at 
them were sufficient for practical purposes. at: 

5. Assessments and taxation.—The main form of Munici taxation is either 
the rate on holdings, or the alternative tax on persons accor ing to their circum. 
stances and property within the Municipality. The former system was in force 
in 43 towns, a | the latter in the remaining 113 exclusive of the Municipality of 
Bhadreswar, where both forms of taxation are in foree in different wunla. he 
rate on holdings was levied at less than the maximum rate allowed by the law in 
13 towns, among which the Municipalities of Howrah, Hooghly and Chinsura, 
Krishnagar and Darjeeling again find place, and the lowest rate, viz., 5 per cent. 
on the annual value of holdings, was levied at Sahebganj, The tax on persons 
is levied at varying rates according to requirements. Of the special rates the 
latrine-rate was levied in 103 towns, the water-rate in 10 towns which have 
been provided with a filtered water-supply (excepting the town of ; 
where no water-rate is levied although the town is supplied with filtered water, 
and the lighting-rate only in two towns, viz., Howrah and Darjeeling, no rate 
being levied for the purpose in the other Meconpeision adjoining Calcutta 
which aro lighted with gas, or at Dacca which is lighted with electricity, 

6. The incidence of Municipal taxation (excluding Calcutta) varied 
between Rs. 7-7-10 per head at, Darjecling and Re. 0-4-5 at Ramjibanpur, The 
average for the Shae Province was Rs, 1-2-10 against Rs. 1-1-5 of the previous 
year. The number of Municipalities in which the taxation is bolow 8 annas 
per head fel from 88 in 1900-1901 to 32 curing the year under review, 

7. Revision of Assessment.—A revision o assessment, general or partial, 
came into force in several Municipalties, the best financial results being attained 
in the following towns :—

At Ranchi the demands for the rate on holdings and the latrine-rate 
declined by Rs. 2,310 as the result of a partial revision of assessment, No 
explanation has been furnished of this unsatisfactory result. The Comuis- 
sioners of the North Barrackpore Municipalty have twice revised their assess- 
ments, but on both occasions the results were found to be unsatisfactory. They 
were moved to appoint a paid assessor to make a further revision, and have 
at last resolved tu do so. 

8. Demands, collections, remissions and outstandings on account of Taxes.— 
The current demand amounted to Rs. 82,79,297, showing an improvement 
of Rs, 92,520 as compared with the previous year; and the total demand 
on the Municipal books, ixicluding arrears, rose from Rs. 37,35,303 to 
ts, 37,94,123. The tovai collections also rose from Rs, 30,25,244 to 
Rs, 32,39,390, and the outstanding balance atthe close of the year stood at 
Rs. 3,66,274 against Rs, 5,18,670 at. the beginning of the. year, whilst the 
remissions fell again by Rs, 2,930. The collections of the year averaged

Division; the Burdwan Division stands next with a percentage of 99:9; the 
lowest percentage, viz., 93-0, is returned by the Municipalties in the Chittagong 
Pivision. In individual Municipalties the percentage of total collections on 
Gurrent demand varied between 115°9 at Chittagong and 76'9 at Tollyganj. 
Calculating the total collections on the current demand, they failed to Lire 4 
95 per cent. in 26 towns. In 19 towns the Commissioners succeeded in 
realising the demand without leaving any arrears outstanding at the close of 
the year, or only a small amount not exceeding Rs. 10 in any case. The most 
successful were Assansol, bbe ie Jhalakatti, Jamalpur, Dumraon, Hajipur, 
Deoghur, and Kendrapara. It appears that in all these towns there were no 
arrears at the beginning of the year, or only small outstanding balances to 
collect, and it is evident that if the taxes are promptly realised, the large remis- 
sions, which are such an unsatisfactory feature of some towns, can be avo ded. 

At Howrah, where the administration of this Department has been defective 
for some years past, the total collections rose from Rs. 4,48,(00 in 1900-1901 
to Rs. 4,96,121, and the collection of the current demand showed an improvement 
of Rs. 56,479. Although the tli of total collections on the current 
demand shows a satisfactory rise from 92 per cent. to 100°4 per cent., the percen- 
tage of current collections on current demand stood only at 81:5. ‘he balance 
was 1} lakhs out of a demand of 5 lakhs, and Rs. 62,045 were remitted during the 
year. The results, though better than in the preceding year, cannot be consi- 
dered satisfactory. Of the other Municipalities which were the subject of 
adverse criticism in the last Resolution, Bally shows an advance of 5°5 per cent. 
in the percentage of total collection on tota demand, but, in spite of large 
remissions, the outstanding balance was Rs. 11,410 out of a total demand of 
Rs. 38,103, The Commissioners only succeeded in raising 62'3 per cent, of 
their current demand for the year. The Hooghly and hinsura Municipality 
also shows an advance of 6 per cent. in the percentage of total collections on 
total demand, but the collection of the current demand (71:4 per cent.) was 
unsatisfactory. A satisfactory advance was made at Chittagong, where 96:4 
per cent. of the total demand was collected, against 55:3 per cent. in the 
previous year, The collections in Burdwan were unsatisfactory. Only half the 
arrears were realised, and the outstanding balance was about one- fifth of the 
current demand. In Ranchi large arrears accumulated in regen years, and 
only a small portion could be collected. ‘Ihe collection of the current demand 
was also unsatisfactory, although it is said that punctual payments are being 
enforced. The Officiating Lieutenant-Governor observes with regret that four 
out of the six towns just mentioned are in the Burdwan Division: the special 
attention of the Commissioner will doubtless be given to the matter. 

10, The percentage of total remissions on current demand for the whole 
Province fell from 6:0 to 5‘7 during the year, It is satisfactory to note that, 
with this fall in the percentage of remissions, the percentage of outstanding 
balance on the total demand, which stood at 9°6 per cent., also shows a decline 
of 4°83 per cent., as compared with the previous year. Calculated on the current 
demand, the percentage of remission varied between 9-7 per cent. in the 
Burdwan Division to 1°9 per cent. in the Chittagong Division, The Bhagalpur 
and Chota Nagpur Divisions return large percentages of remissions, viz., 7°8 
per cent, and 82 per cent. The Bhagalpur Moniiety allowed a total 
remission of Rs. 12,799, or 17°3 per cent, of the current emand in order to 
clear off old accounts which were unrealisable owing, it is reported, to persons 
having left the town, and to the reduced circumstances of some of the rate- 
videos There was still a large outstanding balance of Rs. 25,370, or about 

4 per cent. of the current demand, at the close of the year. These results 
compare unfavourably with those at Patna, where the remissions were only 1°8 
per cent., and the balance about 3 per cent. of the current demand. Large

11. Fresh imposis levied during the year.—The tax on animals and yehicles 
under section 86(a) of the Bengal Municipal Act, 1884, was introduced into the 
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Municipalities of Barh and Madhubuni. License fees under section 261 of the 
Municipal Act, for carrying on offensive and dangerous trades, were levied for 
the first time in the North Dum-Dum, Jessore, Faridpur and Rosera Municipa- 
lities. Fees for the cleansing of private privies were levied in the Municipa- 
lities of North Dum-Dum and Jajpur, and in portions of the South Suburban 
and North Barrackpore Municipalities. 6

12. The total funds available for expenditure were Rs. 51,62,322 against 
Rs, 49,77,650 in the previous year. The total expenditure was Rs. 45,56,164 
against Rs. 43,72,575 in 1900-1901, 

13. Closing balances of Municipalitics,—The aggregate closing balances of the 
Municipalities, which stood at Rs. 6,06,188, shows a slight increase of Rs. 1,113 
as compared with the previous year. In several cases funds are being accu- 
mulated for schemes of Municipal reforms, and in others money was reserved 
for probable plague charges. Savings effected in estimated expenditure, and 
the inability to fully utilise loan funds or contributions also led to the increase 
in some Municipalities. In Monghyr the closing balance was over Rs. 25,000, a 
large part of which is required for the drainage scheme, but it would be wise to 
spend as much as can be spared on conservancy requirements, which are urgent, 
It is said that many of the public latrines are in ruins, and plague and cholera 
are always present. The working balances fell below Rs. 100 in several 
Municipalities, which must have caused some inconvenience.

‘The increase of Rs, 1,81,119 in the revenue shown above does not 
represent the real increase in the ordinary revenues of the Municipalities for 
ay beerewee Rs. 1,48,900 less than in 1900-101, Excluding the receipts 
under “6—Extraordinary and debt,” the total real income amounted to 
Rs. 42,50,552 aguinst Rs. 39,20,539 in the previous year, showing an increase 
of Rs. 3,50,013, or 8°4 per cent. re 

The permanent increase in income derived from taxation proper amounted 
to Rs. 2,48,753, or 8:0 percent. The increase was shared by all the Divisions, 
and was largest in the Burdwan Division. 

16. Jax on houses and lands.—This tax yielded a revenue of Rs, 11,96,554 
which was Rs. 1,02,151 in excess of the income during the previous year. The 
increase was shared, more or less, by the groups of Municipalities in all the 
Divisions. Tho largest increase of Rs. 24,207 and Rs. 24,863, occurred, 
respectively, in the Burdwan and Presidency Divisions. There were large

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29. Prevention of Fire-—The expenditure under this head shows a decline of 
Rs, 1,826, As in previous years, almost the entire amount of the charge was 
incurred in the Municipalities adjoining Calcutta which are served by the 
Metropolitan Fire-brigade. 

30. Street Lighting.—The expenditure rose from Rs. 2,20,292 in 1900-1901 
to Rs. 2,44,816, showing an increase of Rs. 24,524, or 11] per cent., which - 
occurred mainly in the my ST of Howrah (Rs. 15,803) and Darjecling 
(Rs, 10,001). payment of arrear gas-bills at Howrah and the purchase of 
materials for the electric-light installation at Dar ecling account for the rise of 
expenditure in those places. The only other Municipglity which is lighted 
with electricity is Dacca, but the installation, which was a gift of the late Nawab 
Sir Khwaja A ullah Bahadur, x.c.1.z., is in the hands of a board of trustees, 
the Municipality only contributing for the lighting of the streets the amount it 
formerly used to spend on oil-lainps. é 

81. Water-supply.—Vhe expenditure under this head was Rs, 2,49,351, 
showing a decline of Rs, 10,911, or 4°1 per cent. The decrease was mainly in 
the Municipalities of Darjeeling, Dacca and Bhagalpur, where the expenditure 
declined by Rs. 15,576, Rs. 2,001 and Rs, 13,030, respectively, whilst on the 
other hand the expenditure increasd in the Municipalities of Cossipore-Chitpur 
(Rs. 3,078), Maniktala (Rs. 3,112) and Berhampore (Rs. 5,978). ‘The whole of 
Cossipore-Chitpur and a portion of Maniktala receive a supply of filtered water 
from the mains of the Calcutta Corporation. The Municipal Commissioners of 
Maniktala spent Rs. 4,828 in replacing 2,450 feet of existing pipes by others 
of a larger dimension. The Commissioners intend to extend the water supply 
further in that Municipality at an estimated cost of Rs. 99,981, and the 
proposals are under the consideration of Government. 

The scheme for tne supply of filtered water in the Garden Reach 
Municipality has already been sanctioned, and a loan of Rs, 45,000 has 
been granted for the purpose. The work will be undertaken during the 
current year. The filtered water scheme for the South Suburban Munici- 
pality, as well as a loan of Rs, 29,000 for its execution, has also been 
sanctioned by Government, Some of the Mill authorities in Naihati, Bhatpura, 
‘Vitagur and Garulia continued to supply filtered water to the public free of 
charge from their mills. It is proposed to extend this system, sv as to provide 
the entire population of these Municipalities with filtered water at a’small cost. 
The supply of filtered water at Berhampore is giving general satisfaction, and 
the Larymore boiler put up at Barasat continued to yield excellent water. 
The decrease of expenditure at Darjeeling was due to the absence of expendi- 
ture on new works. A revised scheme has been sanctioned for the improvement 
and extension of the water-supply, which is estimated to cost Rs. 1,87,893. 
The decline at Dacca was in*the cost of maintenance of the water-works in 
that town, At Sheghiew the payments of the previous year were unusually 
high, which accounts for the decrease of expenditure during 1901-02 The 
difficulties of connection with the river have been partially removed, but the 
reservoirs and house-connections gave trouble during the year. 

‘The Officiating Lieutenant-Governor is gratified to find from the reports 
that considerable uctivity was displayed during the year in several Manicipelities 
in excavating tanks'and sinking masonry and tgbe-wells, in improving existing 
sources of supply, and especially in reserving selected tanks and wells for 
drinking and culinary purposes. The provision of a filtered water-supply is 
beyond the means of any but the larger and more wealthier municipalities, but 
almost every town can do something to extend or improve its water-supply, 
a measure of real and widespread beneficence. 

82. Drainage.—The total expenditure was Rs. 1,72,151, showing a decrease 
of Rs. 31,368, or 15-4 per cent., as compared with the expenditure of the previous 
year. This decrease oceurred under capital outlay, the maintenance char; 
showihg a small increase of Rs. 1,637. The decrease was shared mainly by the 
Municipalities of Krishnagar (Rs. 5,104). Darjeeling (Rs. 3,895), Rangpur 
(Rs, 4,459), Patna (Rs. 22,486), Tikari (2,051) and Monghyr (2,013), whilst 
there were comparatively large increases at Howrah (Rs, 3,134), Asansol 
(Rs. 2,899) and Raniganj (lis.

delay and friction in the collection of taxes, which react upon the whole _ 
system of administration, In other respects there is evidence that the Com- ~ 
missioners have worked well for the improvement of their Municipalities and. 


there are few complaints of lethargy or of difficulties caused by party spirit. 
The year has generally been one of steady improvement. Taxes lose on the 
whole heen collected with greater ee The percentage of expéndi- 
ture on administration has decreased, while the amounts spent on the main 
branches of municipal administration have increased. A readiness has been 
shown to initiate and carry out large schemes for water-supply and drainage, 
especially in the towns near the metropolis. The Chairmen and Vice-Chair- 
men are generally reported to have done good work, and the Officiating Lieute- 
nant-Governor gladly acknowledges the services of those gentlemen, who 
have been especially mentioned by the Divisional Commissioners. It would 
be well if, as required by the Commissioner of Burdwan, the mass of the 


Commissioners would take interest in the daily work of their establishments « 


and would supervise local works and prevent encroachments and nuisances, but 
so long as the presiding officers of the Municipalities are active and zealous, 
the Officiating Lieutenant-Governor is confident that the progress ofthe 
last few years will be maintained. He is glad also to notice that the relations 
between the Committees and the local authorities are satisfactory, and that the 
latter have been carefal to give that personal attention to Municipal adminis- 
tration which is so valuable in stimulating local interest and in improving 
efficiency.
